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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-3, line 2, the phrase "inorganic thin film" renders claims indefinite. 
Which inorganic thin film is considered as an inorganic thin film? What is thin? Thin 
compared to what? 

3. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1 -3 and 5-1 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims are deemed allowable over closest prior art Komada (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication US 2001/0038894 A1). Komada teaches a gas barrier film 
coated 5 to 300 nm thick silicon oxide barrier film having radical density of the E' center 
of the silicon oxide 5x1 0 15 spins/cm 3 or more does not teach or suggest claimed radical 
density of the Pb center or claimed radical density ratio. As per specification, the radical 
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density of the Pb center of the silicon oxide is different than the radical density of the E' 
center of the silicon oxide (Paragraph [0004]).
